Coast Guard Helicopter 


Finds Lost 3-Year-Old 


Crawford County Deputies, a State 
Police K-9 unit, a Coast Guard helicopter, 
DNR officers, a DNR spotter plane, and 
more than 100 volunteers searched for 
about five hours last Saturday, May 27, be- 
fore 3 year old Raymond Cline was found 
sitting in the middle of aswamp. 

The Crawford County Sheriff Dept. re- 
ceived a report at approximately 4:30 p.m. 
of a lost child from a cabin on Stephan 
Bridge Road. After a preliminary search of 
the area, deputies alerted the support agen- 
cies. 

Just before nightfall, the child was spot- 
ted by the Coast Guard helicopter crew, and 
they were able to direct searchers to the 
boy. He was found in a swampy area about 
1/2 mile from the cabin. Raymond was 
taken to Mercy Hospital by ambulance, and 
was treated for minor injuries. 

The Crawford County Sheriff Dept. said 
without the aid of everyone involved the 
child may not have been found before he 
suffered severe hypothermia, due to the 
rapidly dropping temperature.

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Georgia-Pacific Waits For Abatement, Permit Decisions 


Georgia-Pacific has taken its ex- 
pansion proposal to the people of 
Crawford and Roscommon Coun- 
ties, and is now waiting to hear how 
the proposal wilk be accepted, 
through its tax abatement request 
and the DNR permitting approval. 

Joseph Newman, manager of the 
Georgia-Pacific Beaver Creek 
resin plant, said that he presented 
Georgia-Pacific’s expansion plans 
to the Roscommon Business Assoc. 
and the Grayling Promotional 
Assoc. last Tuesday, May 23, bring- 
ing to a conclusion his tour of 
governmental, service and busi- 
ness organizations. 

‘“‘We’re on hold,’’ Newman said, 


‘‘while we wait for a decision on our 
tax abatement request, and a deci- 
sion on our air quality permit.” 

The DNR has not set a date for 
the public hearing on Georgia- 
Pacific’s alr permit, said Newman, 
but he anticipates a final decision 
on the permit application by 
August or September. 

Newman said that Georgia- 
Pacific will not be taking legal 
action to force a decision from the 
Beaver Creek Township Board re- 
garding the abatement § issue. 
Beaver Creek has exceeded the 
time allowed by the state in the 
abatement application procedure. 
Newman said Georgia-Pacific at- 


torneys conferred with legal coun- 
sel from the State of Michigan, and 
decided not to press for an imme- 
diate decision. 

Meanwhile the Beaver Creek 
Township Board is working with its 
attorney, Doug Dosson, reviewing 
the request for an environmental 
impact statement submitted by 
Linda Caswell at the May 1lith 
abatement hearings. 

Caswell, president of AuSable 
Conservation Trust (ACT), re- 
quested an environmental impact 
statement be compiled before 
Beaver Creek Township made a 
decision whether to grant Georgia- 
Pacific a tax abatement. 


Terry McGregor, township trea- 
surer, said that Dosson has been in 
contact with the attorney for ACT, 

McGregor said if the township 
board receives all the information 
from the attorney regarding the 
EIS and the different taxing units 
respond stating their positions, a 
special meeting to decide the 
abatement issue will be held before 
the next scheduled board meeting. 

An environmental assessment 
statement, commissioned by 
Georgia-Pacific, was sent to the 
printers on May 25th, and Newman 
said it would be made available to 
the public as soon as the printing 
was completed. 


City Paving Project 
Nearing Completion

WHAT’S THE ANSWER in Pan- 
ama and Central America? 

Chances are there is more than 
one answer, and it will take a Solo- 
mon-like presence to come up with 
any of them. 

Panama does teach a vital lesson 
to citizens of this country, however. 

Panama teaches us that what we 
have achieved in our nation in the 
way of conduct of elections, and 
peaceful transfer of power when 
one administration ends and 
another begins — even with op- 
posing political factions involved - 
is precious indeed, and should be 
revered and safeguarded at all 
costs. 

Could a Panama-style election 
happen here? 

It's not Hkely, considering our 
history and our temperament as a 
nation.

A cynical way to look at the 
world’s biggest shots, perhaps, but 
yes, thanks, Iam up to the task."’ 

Was such a comment made in 
jest? Perhaps. Was it simply a 
lame attempt at columnar cute- 
ness? Perhaps. But unfortunately, 
the mean-spiritedness the com- 

ment suggests frequently is sup- 
ported by what appears in print. 

This is just one more reason why 
the media lack credibility with a 
growing number of readers, listen- 
ers and viewers. 

But then, perhaps such media 
viewpoint can be better understood 
when it is realized reporters fre- 
quently must deal with such public 
personalities as Pedro Guerrero, 
eminent third baseman for the St. 
Louis Cardinals. 

Mr. Guerrero, in exlaining to a 
television reporter why he doesn’t 
get along too well with the print 
media, commented: '‘Sometimes 
writers print what I say, not what I 
mean.” . 

Yes, that can be a problem in 
dealing with the press, Mr. Guer- 
rero. Politicians sometimes note 
the same problem. 


And if a reporter doesn't watch: 


it, severe journalistic cynicism can 
result.

Social Security 


People who work ex- 
tra jobs to make ends 
meet should be aware 
that the additional 
earnings can make 
even more of a dif- 
ference in the Social 
Security benefit pay- 
able on their record at 
retirement, or if they 
become disabled or die 
at a younger age. In 
general, the higher the 
earnings, the higher 
the benefits payable. 

In most jobs, Social 
Security taxes are 
automatically deduct- 
ed from wages by the 
employer. But special 
rules apply for re- 
porting earnings from 
self-employment, farm 
work, household work, 
and jobs in which tips 
are involved, such as 
waiting on tables, taxi 
driving, and other ser- 
vice jobs. 

Self-employed  per- 
sons report their earn- 
ings on their tax re- 
turn, and receive 
credit for Social Secu- 
rity if their net seif- 
employment earnings 
are at least $400. The 
tax due is paid to the 
Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice (IRS). 

Workers who receive 
tips are responsible for 
reporting the tips to 
their employers, and 
paying the Social Secu- 
rity tax on them. This 
should be done by the 
10th of the month fol- 
lowing the month in 
which the tips were re- 
ceived. The employers 
match the taxes and 
report the tips, along 
with the rest of the 
wages, to IRS. 

An employer must 
pay Social Security 
taxes on a household 
worker's wages if he or 
she pays the worker at 
least $50 in a calendar 
quarter. These taxes 
and a quarterly report 
of wages is sent to the 
IRS by the employer. A 
W-2is issued at the end 
of the year, and a copy 
is sent to the Social 
Security Administra- 
tion. 

Farm workers’ 
wages are reported by 
the farmer or a crew 
chief, whichever is the 
employer, These 
wages are covered if 
the worker is paid at 
least $150 during the 
year by the employer. 
Also, workers who 
work for an employer 
who spends $2,500 or 
more a year for agri- 
cultural labor get 
Social Secutity credit 
for their gash wages, 
regardless of how 
much they earn or how 
many days they work. 
ed. 

An exception applies 
to workers who live at 
home and commute to 
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work daily during har- 
vest season to pick 
fruit or vegetables by 
hand. If work is paid on 
a piece rate basis, it is 
only covered by Social 
Security if the worker 
is paid at least $150 in 
cash. 

For more informa- 
tion on jobs and work 
covered by _ Social 
Security, and report- 
ing the wages, contact 
the Social Security of- 
fice in Traverse City at

How- 
ever, effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1980, the appro- 
priate license will be 
required at all times 
by those persons 
actively involved in 
pursuing a species 
with dogs, including 
training. 

For most people, this 
will only require that 
they buy their license a 
little earlier than nor- 
mal.

From treating  in- 
juries for NFL piayers 
to managing a Navy 
support unit in the 
quiet hills of Scotland, 
Lt. Wendy A. Gee is en- 
joying the directions 
her Navy career has 
led her. 

Gee, a GHS gprad- 
uate, currently man- 
ages the personne} sup- 
port detachment at the 
Naval Security Group 
installation in Edzell, 
Scotland. 

There's no trace of 
Edzell on many maps 
of Scotland, but the 
naval station lies in the 
rolling hills of the 
Grampian Mountains, 
40 miles south of Aber- 
deen. 

The naval station 
takes its name from 
the village which is ap- 
proximately three 
miles from the base. 

Edzell looks like a 
rural-American, 1950s, 
‘‘one-horse’’ town with 
a stop light in its cor- 
ner. Yet, Gee is happy 
here. 

“It’s great living 
here,’’ says the 1975 
Grayling High School 
graduate. ‘I have a 
good relationship with 
the Scots. They’re a 
warm and _ friendly 
people, and they have 
a great interest in 
learning American 
slang. I contribute 
what slang I know 
whenever called upon 
at pubs or other in- 
formal gatherings.”’ 

Gee joined the Navy 
after earning a bache- 
lor’s degree in sports 
medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan 
(Ann Arbor) and a 
master’s degree at the 
University of Arizona 
(Tucson). 

‘*T wanted to become 
a doctor,’’ she recalls, 
“put after my _ first 
class in college 
chemistry, I realized 
that career path might 
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be too strenuous for 
me. I had always hada 
keen interest in sports, 
so I studied sports 
medicine.”’ 

According to Gee, 
examining and treat- 
ing male athletes as a 
trainer in their locker 
rooms was sometimes 
tense but never intim- 
idating. 

“T can recall) a num- 
ber of occasions when 
male athletes were re- 
luctant to let me exam- 
ine them because I was 
a woman,’ she says. 
‘Usually, after some 
good-natured verbal 
banter, they loosened 
up and began to realize 
I really could help re- 
pair their injuries. I 
earned a_ reputation 
among them as a com- 
petent, professional 
trainer. Injured ath- 
letes are looking for 
competency. It doesn’t 
matter if you’re male 
or female.”’ 

During summer stu- 
dent internships, Gee 
worked with a number 
of professional sports 
teams, including the 
San Francisco Forty- 
Niners and the Vir- 
ginia Slims Tennis 
Association. 

“YT met a lot of pro- 
fessional female tennis 
players working with 
the Slims,’’ she recalls. 
‘TI had dinner once 
with Martina Navrati- 
lova. I have to admit I 
was a little ‘star 
struck' working with 
an athlete of her cali- 
ber.”’ 

When Gee completed 
her master's degree in 
sports medicine, she 
had plenty of job of- 
fers. 

“Oh, Ihad job offers 
all right, but at 22, I 
was overwhelmed by 
the responsibility I was 
being offered,’’ she ad- 
mits. ‘‘I needed time to 
grow up a little and 
mature, that’s why I 
joined the Navy.

“Originally, I plan- 
ned to spend just a few 
years in the Navy and 
then go back to sports 
medicine, but [| dis- 
covered I was having 
too much fun, and I 
don't want to leave 
yet.” 

“Y'd like to com- 
mand a naval shore 
facility some day,”’ she 
says. ‘‘] guess that 
makes me a Navy 
careerist.”’ 

Gee says she’s 
aware that a naval ca- 
reer will limit her 
choices for a mate. 
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“It would probably 
be wise to marry 
another mililary  ca- 
reer man," she says. 
“T don’t want to marry 
a sea sailor because 
he’d be gone all the 
time. Maybe an avia- 
tor would fit the bill,” 
she says, laughing.
